BREAK  GROUND  FOR  NEW  SHUFORD  GYMNASIUM 


Two  New  Buildings  Started  on  Campus 


The  construction  of  two  new  buildings 
has  begun  on  the  campus  as  a  result  of 
the  $1,500,000  expansion  campaign  con- 
ducted last  year.  The  structures  now  being 
erected  are  the  P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium 
and  Shuford  Memorial  Gymnasium. 

The  first  step  of  the  expansion  program 
got  underway  on  the  campus  Sunday, 
August    14,     when    the     ground-bre?king 


ceremonies  for  the  P.  E.  Monroe  Audi- 
torium were  held.  The  first  portion  of 
the  exercises  were  conducted  in  the  college 
refectory,  but  the  actual  ground-breaking 
was  held  on  the  site  of  the  new  structure, 
a  few  hundred  feet  east  of  the  refectory. 

The  program  was  presided  over  by  Dr. 
Voigt   R.   Cromer,   who   opened   the   cere-

monies  with  the  invocation,  followed  by  the 
devotions,  led  by  Dr.  Harry  D.  Althouse, 
pastor  of  Corinth  Evangelical  and  Re- 
formed church  of  Hickory. 

Brief  remarks  were  made  by  the  Dr. 
F,  L.  Conrad,  president  of  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina;  H.  L.  Burdette,  Hickory  city 
manager;  H.  E.  Isenhour,  representing  the 
college  board  of  trustees;  David  C.  Wright, 
Jr.,  president  of  the  student  body;  and 
Dr.   Cromer. 

The  P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium  is  being 
erected  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Dr.  P.

884  Students  Register  For  First  Semester 


The  enrollment  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
for  the  65th  annual  session  numbers  884 
strong. 

Of  this  number,  536  are  men  and  348  are 
women.  An  amazing  part  of  the  enroll- 
ment analysis  shows  that  better  than  ?5 
per  cent  of  the  total  enrollment  is  com- 
prised of  v^tei'ans — 223  men  land  one 
woman.  In  1954,  172  veterans  were  regis- 
tered. 

A  breakdown  of  the  884  enrollment 
figure  shows  169  seniors,  176  juniors,  240 
sophomores,  248  freshmen,  35  one-year 
commercials,   and  16  specials. 

The  above  figures  were  released  from 
President  Cromer's  office  during  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Included  in  the  report  were  the  church 
affiliations  of  the  student  body.  The 
Lutheran  church,  with  379  students, 
ranked  first  followed  by  the  Baptists  with 
223  and  the  Methodists  with  160. 
.  The  remainder  of  the  list  was  a  follows: 
Presbyterian,    28;   Reformed,   26;    Catholic, 


14;  Episcopal,  eight;  Church  of  God,  seven; 
Adventist,  four;  A.  R.  P.,  two;  and 
Quaker,  Assembly  of  God,  Holiness,  Evan- 
gelical and  Greek  Orthodox,  one  each. 
Eighteen  students  listed  no  church  re- 
lationship. 

North  Carolina  claims  809  students, 
coming  from  40  counties.  Catawba  County 
leads  the  state  with  343  students,  followed 
by  Caldwell  with  69;  Burke  with  68; 
Gaston  with  43;  Cabarrus  and  Rowan 
with  41  each;  Lincolnton  with  37;  Iredell 
and  Mecklenburg  with  21  and  Alexander 
with  19. 

Seventy-five  students  on  the  campus 
represent  12  other  states  and  four  foreign 
countries.  British  Guiana,  Formosa,  Jordan 
and  Korea  all  claim  one  student  while 
South  Carolina  leads  the  out-of--staters 
with  21.  Pennsylvania  follows  with  14 
students,  Virginia  with  eight;  Tennessee 
with  seven;  Maryland  and  Georgia  with 
five  each;  New  Jersey  with  four;  Florida 
with  two  and  Alabama,  Ohio,  and  Texas 
with  one  each.

Five  Bruins  Named  To  Mythical  Dream  Team 


Lenoir  Rhyne's  Bears  completed  their 
most  successful  gridiron  season  since  1952 
by  walloping  Catawba  on  Thanksgiving 
day.  That  resounding  34-7  victory  over 
the  Indians  gave  the  Bears  an  outright 
claim  to  the  North  State  Conference  crown 
with  eight  wins  and  one  deadlock  in  nine 
regular  season  tilts. 

The  Bears  began  pre-season  drills  pick- 
ed for  no  better  than  the  bottom  half  of 
the  standings  but  they  gave  a  preview  of 
things  to  come  when  they  slaughtered 
Newport  News  Apprentice  School  40-0  in 
the  opening  contest. 

Then,  the  Bears  traveled  to  Green- 
ville to  meet  one  of  the  favored  outfits, 
East  Carolina.  Paced  by  the  brilliant  pass- 
ing of  sub  tailback  Bill  Ackard  and  the 
receiving  of  quarterback  Dean  Cline,  the 
Bruins  upset  the  Pirates  7-6.  Coach 
Stasavich's  men  returned  home  the  fol- 
lowing week  and  suffered  the  only  blemish 
on  their  record,  deadlocking  Newberry 
13-13. 

However,  the  next  week,  the  Bruins  un- 
leashed a  powerful  ground  attack  against 
Appalachian  that  carried  them  through  the 
remainder  of  the  season  untouched.  The 
Bears  surprised  all  onlookers  by  downing 
the  defending  champs  26-13  with  sopho- 
more Harold  BuUard  and  junior  tailback 
Walt  Comwell  leading  the  way.    Bullard 


ground  out  147  yards  in  this  contest  and 
Comwell  tallied  three  touchdowns. 

After  that,  Guilford,  Western  Carolina, 
Emory  an^d  Henry,  Elon,  and  Catawba  fell 
before  the  Bears'  onslought.  Guilford  went 
down  34-13,  WCC  by  26-0,  Emory  and 
Henry  by  20-9,  Elon  28-0,  and  Catawba 
by  34-7  in  the  deciding  game  of  the  North 
State  loop  race. 

Tackle  Gene  Frye,  guards  Arden  "Baby" 
Ray  and  Dick  Gantt,  and  center  Allan 
LaTorre  paced  a  brutal  Bear  defensive 
game  that  limited  their  foes  to  an  average 
of  only  111  yards  a  game  on  the  turf. 

Bullard  made  the  greatest  improvement 
from  the  1954  campaign.  The  "Rocking- 
ham Rocket"  terrorized  every  foe  while 
rambling  for  892  yards  rushing  in  123 
carries. 

Cornwell  was  not  far  behind  however, 
picking  up  685  yards  on  the  ground  and 
scoring  72  points  to  pace  the  conference 
scoring  race.  He  had  scoring  dashes  of 
73,  64,  63,  41  yards.  Ackard,  the  third 
man  in  Stas'  offense,  galloped  for  459 
yards  and  paced  the  team  in  passing  with 
18  connections  in  37  attempts. 

Quarterbacks  Cline  and  Danny  Williams, 
wingbacks  Ronnie  Hoffman  and  Bob  Mil- 
ler, and  frosh  fullback  Jim  Campbell  all 
had  a  hand  in  the  Bears'  success. 

Statistical    wise,    the    Bears    outrushed 
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their  opponents  2419  yards  to  1001  yards. 
Only  Newberry,  ECC,  and  Emory  and 
Henry  managed  more  than  100  yards  on 
the   ground. 

To  cap  an  all  victorius  season,  the  Bears 
placed    five    men    on    the    1955    All-Con- 


ference team.  Bullard  was  the  only  unani- 
mous choice  for  the  22-man  squad.  Ray, 
Gantt,  and  Cornwell  also  received  places 
on  the  mythical  team.  The  Bears  finished 
the  1955  season  by  beating  Newberry  14-13 
in  the  Palmetto  Bowl  in  Columbia,  South 
Carolina  on  December  10.

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Library  Owns  One  of 
World's  Rarest  Volumes 

Some  college  libraries  claim  books  older 
than  the  United  States  itself,  and  other 
collections  sport  volumes  which  are  said 
to  be  "one  of  two"  in  America,  but  the 
Carl  Augustus  Rudisill  Library  here  can 
point  to  one  of  its  books  and  make  both 
boasts  about  it. 

That  famous  volume  is  a  copy  of  Bug- 
enhagen's  commentary  on  the  Psalms,  a 
translation  from  Latin  into  German  by 
Martin  Bucer,  printed  in  1526,  only  75 
years  after  the  invention  of  the  printing 
press.  It  is  also  one  of  two  such  books  in 
the  United  States,  the  other  edition  being 
stored  at  Princeton  University. 

The  age  of  the  wood-bound,  hinged 
volume  indicates  that  it  was  probably 
brought  to  America  by  some  of  the  early 
settlers,  and  passed  down  from  generation 
to  generation  until  it  became  the  posses- 
sion of  a  Hickory  Lutheran  minister,  the 
late  Rev.  Hugo  L.  Dressier.  Prior  to  his 
death  three  years  ago,  he  presented  the 
ancient  book  to  the  library. 

Since  that  time,  another  Lutheran  min- 
ister. Rev.  Harold  Terry  of  China  Grove, 
has  conducted  some  personal  research  on 
the  volume.  In  answer  to  his  queries,  he 
received  the  following  letter  from  Hast- 
ings Eells  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  University, 
reprinted  in  part  below: 

"The  Library  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  secured 
a  copy  of  Bugenhagen's  commentary  on 
the  Psalms  as  translated  by  Martin  Bucer, 
because  it  is  a  rare  and  valuable  book.  I 
know  of  only  one  other  copy  in  this  coun- 
try and  that  is  in  the  Library  of  Prince- 
ton University." 

The  volume  does  not  ordinarly  remain 
on  display  at  the  library,  however,  it 
is  often  viewed  by  many  history  stu- 
dents at  the  request  of  the  professors.  It 
goes  without  saying  that  the  German 
translation  is  the  oldest  volume  in  the 
library,  the  next  oldest  book  being  printed 
about  1600. 

At  the  request  of  this  writer.  Dr.  Hans 
G.  Heymann,  a  native  of  Germany  and 
professor  of  English  and  German,  studied 
the  old  book  and  translated  portions  of  it 
which   are  printe'd   below. 

On  the  title  page  of  the  book,  in  old 
German,  is  printed,  "Psalterwol  ver 
teutscht  ausf  der  heyligen  sprach,"  which 
means,  "The  Psalter  translated  into  Ger- 
man from  the  Holy  Scriptures."

elude,  "Explanation  of  the  Psalter,  clear 
and  useful,  by  Johann  Bugenhagen  of 
Pomerania,  from  Latin  into  German,  im- 
proved in  many  places,"  "Classification  of 
the  Psalms  into  summaries  for  comforting 
Christian  use,"  "Index  of  the  material  and 
contents  dealt  with  in  the  interpretation," 
and  "Printed  at  Basel  (Switzerland)  by 
Adam  Petri,  in  the  year  1526." 

The  main  portion  of  the  volume  is  de- 
voted to  explaining  the  150  psalms.  How- 
ever, previous  to  this  section  of  the  book 
are  other   indexes   and   classifications. 

Several  speeches  by  Martin  Luther,  Mar- 
tin Bucer,  Philip  Melanchton  and  the 
author  himself  are  also  found  in  the  front 
part  of  the  book. 

The  Psalms  are  classifie'd  according  to 
subject  matter  and  by  alphabetical  order 
in  regard  to  content.  In  addition  to  being 
summarized  in  the  front  of  the  volume, 
the  first  lines  of  the  psalms  are  printed 
in  German  and  Li:.tin  according  to  nu- 
merical order. 

The  remainder  of  the  book  is  an  ex- 
planation of  the  Psalms,  an  ancient  com- 
mentary. 

Thus  the  Carl  Augustus  Rudisill  Library 
claims  a  1526  Old  World  publication,  one 
of  two  in  America. 
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Miss  Vida  Ruth  Durham,  '54,  has  en- 
rolled in  the  school  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.
